The mother of a family cannot 
hope to escapa altogether the sum- 
mer’s, toll of amall or large mis- 
haps. Therefore she will be wise 
{f she Inys_in certain supplies, to 
be! ready and save delay. Two, 
rolls of bandage, wide and nar- 
row, a yard or two of sterilized. 
cheesecloth (cut up ready for, 
use) from which,to cut swabbing- 
cloths, n bottle of foding, © some 
pure alcohol, and whatever ather | 
healing agent your doctor sug- 
rests, Also a bottle of witch hazel 
for bruides, * ‘ 


Wash Cuts in Botled Water | 


If a cut Is deep and bleeds pro- 
fusely get the doctor at once. A 
;mother cannot tell if-a big blood 
vessel hna been severed. If it is 
n shallow cut press hard. “above” 
the wound, that it is on the side 
“toward” the heart. Press close 
to the-operimg-but not on it. 
not. keep *up pressure until the 
hand or foot becomes blue,’ ' 


Use boiled water for washing 
Pout the Wound. It takes time to 
boil and cool water: so put it on 
the stove In.a broad. shallow pan 
not tod full. The pan can then: 
be set in another pan“of cold! 
water to cool it for use. 


Do not catch up, any cloth at 
all-clean as it may look...” Now 
iss the time ty-eut off a piece of 
your sterilized cheesecloth, or 
perhaps you have a store of old 
Hinen (sterilized) for such emer 
trencies. + 7 


Scratches Are Dangerous 


Wish out the. wound and pat 
on the fodine, or reverse tHe pro- 


cess, a bee antlaepee is needed 
quickly and a delay (hunting up 
materials for washing) is not 80 
good. .Do.not seal the wound with 
anything that keeps out air, Ad- 
heslve tape should not be applied 
directfy on a’new wound, neither 
should collodion. . 


Seratches should be treated with 
respect—washed, disinfected and 
bandaged. = * 


It is scratches that we must 
tvatch closely. They look so in- 
nocent we are Jikely to disregard 
them. Blood ‘poisoning can and 
does easily result from seratches. 


If you are in doubt about ginss, 
aplinters, ushes, or a needle point 
remaining in the wound, do not 
STAY in doubt. Get the child to

An igsuc of high public im- 
portance was lightly touched 
upon this week by the case 
which came before Mr. Wynne- 
‘Jones following the’ sudden 
death of a Chinese youth. . Dis- 
missed at first as a “natural 
causes” case, it wag later dis- 
covered that death was duc to a 
injury received during a scuffle. 


| ‘The. surrounding circumstances 


do not warrant reiteration and 
we have no criticism to level at 
anyone concerned jn the affair. 
Nevertheless, it represents one 
ofa long series of incidents 
which have been forcing upon us 
the conviction that the whole 
system practised in this Colony 
for dealing with sudden -deaths, 
deaths by acuident or by viol- 
ence, or under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, is in need of drastic 
overhauling. Forty-five years 
ago, an Ordinance was. passed 


abolishing the office of Coroner 


and thrusting the duties of that 
office upon magistratés. Magis- 
trates dealing with a com- 
paratively small population were 
probably in a position: to cope 
adequately with thé additional 
dutics required of, them. To- 
day, already overworked in the 
Courts, they are not, however 
willing they may be. Five 
‘afternoons at an inquest by one, 
magistrate, merely_means that 
he is thrusting extra court work

fore, to be wondered at,,in these 
elreumstances, that the magis- 
trate’s right of deciding whether 
or not an inquest is necessary is 
ao frequently answered in the 
negative?)

SOVIET AEROPLANE TO" 


_ SEARCH 


_ An attempt to rench ‘Mystery 
Land,” an Arctic Jsland which, 28 
"yet unknown to man, is revealed 
by its influence on ocean currents, 
ia to be made by Pilot B. Buchgoltz, 
during his flight this summer along 
the entire horthern const of Asia. 


‘The search for the island will be 
but one clement in the romance of 
this adventurous flight—a flight by 
hydroplanc across a continent, from 
Crimea in the southwestern corner 
of the Soviet Union, to Uclen, the 
Soviet settlement Jn northeastern 
Siberia which ‘Hes clonest to: the 
Amercian continent. 


P{lot..Buchgoltz will be accom- 
panied -by the wolbknown polar 
explorer Krasinski, by second pilot 
Kosukhin, observer Levchenko, and 
Tomm, special correspondent of the 
newspaper Komsomolskaya Pravda,

Loaving Sebnstopol, 
will follow the valley o 
River, cross the Urals and the 
Siberian tniga to the Chukotsk

WILD GEESE. 


Reaching Uelen, he will fly to 
Wrangel Island.’ With Rogers Bay 
serving as a temporary base, the 
‘plane will ‘be hended to the north 
in search of ‘Mystery Land.” 


The {sland was first mentioned 
in the eightcenth century, when an 
old Cossack, Andriev, noted in his 
memoirs that he had seen wild 
geese flying to the north in the 
spring of each year to an unknown 
island lying somewhere to the 
north of the mouth of the Kolumna 
River. No one, he added, had 
ever scen geese make their nests on 
floating ice. 


Andriev’s memories and his 
theory might have been forgotten 
had not all polar explorers who 
renched that region, from Nansen 
to Amundsen, reported an add 
movement of the ice-floe. 


They noted that a ship caught in 

the ice makes a wide circuit -and is 
siddenly-carried to-the south, again 
inatead of continuing towards the 
north. ‘ The opinion is widely held 
by northern explorers that An- 
driev was correct, that the curious 
currents are cnused by the presence 
of an island. Buchgoltz is deter- 
mined to find out. 


SAFE SEA ROUTE. | 


Another -task-Tor-Ruchgoltz_and 
his comrades to. accomplish is to 
acck better and safer paths to the 
Bering Straits for ships which 
leave the mouth of the Kolumna 
River., Last year, seven transport 
vessefe of a Kolumna River trad- 
ing expedition were blocked in the 
henvy fce-packs in the Chaunski 
Guba and forced to lie over.in the 
{ec-locked sen throughout the en- 
tire winter. Summer has. brought 
the release of the vessels from the 
grip of the Arctic, but the task of 
finding ‘n safe route through this 
region: remains on urgent one. 


When these tasks are  accom- 
plished, Buchgoltz will, fly his 
machine back to Sebastopol. Buch- 
goltz is a well-known naval pilot- 
instructor, and for several yenrs 
has been testing new models: of 
naval, planes. |
